To Joseph S. Wanczyk, Constable of the Town of Hadley, 
in the County of Hampshire: 


GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts you 
are hereby required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said 
town, qualified to vote in elections and in town affairs to meet in 
the Town Hall on Monday, the seventh day of February next, at 
ten-thirty o'clock in the forenoon, then and there to act on the 


following articles. 


Article 1. To receive and act on all reports to be made at 
said meeting. 


Article 2. To elect all necessary Town Officers, Treas- 
urer, Collector of Taxes, Tree Warden, Elector under the will 
of the late Oliver Smith of Hatfield, Six Constables, each for a 
term of one year; One member of the Board of Selectmen, One 
member of the Board of Assessors, One member of the School 
Committee, two members of the Library Trustees, each for a 
term of three years. 


Article 8. To see if the town will vote to accept the list 
of men nominated by the Selectmen to serve as Jurors for the 


ensuing year. 


Article 4. To determine the manner of repairing the high- 
ways, townways and bridges the ensuing year or act anything 
thereon. 
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Article 5. To determine the manner of collecting the taxes 


the coming year or act anything thereon. 


Article 6. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to sell and convey by proper deeds in the name of the town any 
or all outlying parcels of land owned by the town or act any- 


thing thereon. 


Article 7. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to defend all suits that may be brought against the town; prose- 
cute all claims in behalf of the town, employing counsel when 


same may be necessary or act anything thereon. 


Article 8. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to make a new agreement with the Western Massachusetts Elec- 
trie Company for maintaining and supplying electricity for the 
Street Lights in town. 


Article 9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate such sums of money as shall be deemed necessary to de- 
fray the current expenses of the current financial year or act 


anything thereon. 


Article 10. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the 
financial year beginning January Ist, 1938, and to issue notes or 
a note therefor payable within one year, and to renew any note 
or notes as may be given for a period of less than one year in 
accordance with Chapter 44, Section 17 of General Laws. 


Article 11. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell, after first giving notice of the time and place 
of sale by posting such notice of sale in some convenient place in 
the town fourteen days at least before the sale, property taken by 
the town under tax title procedure provided that the Selectmen 
or whomsoever they may authorize to hold such public auction 
may reject any bid which they deem inadequate, or take any ac- 
tion relative thereto. 


Article 12. °To see if the town will vote to authorize the 


Selectmen to co-operate with the County and State under the 
provisions of Chapter 90 of the General Laws of Massachusetts. 


(A) To oil Route 63 road, starting at the intersection of 
Middle and Russell Streets going north. 


(B) To continue the hard surfacing of East Hadley road 
which was started at the intersection of Knightly road near the 
North Amherst line to the intersection of Plainville road at the 
residence of Ezra I. Shaw. 'To appropriate money for the same 


or act anything thereon. 


Article 13. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of $500.00, five hundred dollars to purchase one acre of land 
joining the town gravel pit, one half acre from Seymour H. 
Parker, and one half acre from Michael Ciaglo, or act anything 
thereon. 


Article 14. To see if the town will vote to appropriate 
the sum of $250.00, two hundred fifty dollars, to be used for 
the repair and maintenance of the Flood Dikes, that extend from 
Middle Street to the Boston and Maine Railroad Track, or act 
anything thereon. 


Article 15. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of $200.00, two hundred dollars for the department of the 


Game Warden, or act anything thereon. 


Article 16. To see if the town will vote to accept a road 
known as the Walter Wroblewski Road, a distance of about 2,500 
feet from the highway, as a town road or act anything thereon. 


And you are directed to serve this warrant by posting at- 
tested copies thereof at the usual places: One at the store of 
Harry E. Gaylord; One at the Town Hall; One at the store of 
Rudolph F. Hahn in North Hadley, and one at the school house 
in Plainville, all in said town seven days at least before the time 
of holding said meeting. } 


Hereof fail not and make due return of this warrant with 
your doings thereon to the Town Clerk at the time and place 
of meeting aforesaid. 
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Given under our hands this twenty-fourth day of January, 
in the Year of Our Lord one thousand nine hundred and thirty- 
eight and of the Independence of the United States the one hun- 
dred and sixty-second.

Selectmen’s Report 


The Selectmen submit their report for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1937. 

We have again cared for the regular town roads under 
Chapter 81 and advise its continuance. All the Materials for 
the roads was let out to bids, this proved very practical because 
we received more for our money. The Superintendent of Streets 


Annual Report will be found in this book. 


The W.P.A. sewing project was discontinued here last sum- 
mer, this put 20 women out of work, we were compeled to give 
some of the families welfare because they were unable to find 
work. The men on the W.P.A. have decreased in number, we 
now have 24 men working. ‘These men under the supervision 
of Joseph Zatyrka, have made great improvements on the high- 
ways. This fall a tree project was sponsored to take down old 
trees that were dangerous on the highways throughout the town. 
This project has been very beneficial to the town because our 
Tree Department was unable financially to handle it. 

The Commissary for the distribution of food and clothing 
that was established in 1936 was continued and we had about 
the same number of families. 


We have curtailed the cost of the Welfare, the sum of 
$3,247.21 has been turned back to the treasurer. This year our 
request is less for we feel that we can manage to get along with 
a smaller appropriation. 

The affairs of the Board of Health have been taken care of 
as usual and has been kept under its appropriation. 

A table showing the indebtedness of the town and also a 
balance sheet will be found in the report of the Town Account- 
ant.

Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report for the year 1937. 


The purchase of a new grader was commendable. Its mod- 
ern manufacture permits of faster mobility; a necessary factor 
in reducing cost per mile of grading. The fact that the dealer 
allowed the town $25 in trade for the old grader, and did not 


take it, proves how unserviceable and obsolete it had become. 


Under the provisions of the general state laws, Chapter 81, 
the State allotted the town $150 per mile for 58 miles of roads 
in this town which it accepted, or a total of $8,700. The town 


allotted the sum of $7,250 making the Chapter 81 total $15.950.

The roads that received more than one application were 


hard surfaced this year. 


Following is a list of materials used on 


the above, plus all bituminous and gravel patching, exclusive of 
the sand that we used from the town pit:—50,897 gallons of 
medium-cured asphalt, 1,607 gallons of asphaltic emulsions, and 
7,601 cu. yds. of gravel and screened sand. Please be mindful 


of the fact that almost one-half of this gravel was brought to 


practically the center of the town; which constitutes our longest 


haul. 


In this work we had the benefit of the wide experience of 


Mr. John Deruda, the state supervisor. 


In compliance with Chapter 81 regulations, we were obliged 


to eall for bids on the bituminous materials. 


The results were 


fortunate for us in that we obtained very reasonable prices; which 
were as follows: .0878 cents per gallon for MC-2, and .0856 


cents per gallon for AE-3.

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ber specifies the consistency. AE-1, 2, 3, etc. is the term for 
asphalt which has been emulsified with water, soap being used 
as the emulsifying agent. The various ways that asphalt is 
treated and prepared gives the resulting product different prop- 
erties and characteristics. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 90, the highway beginning 
from the town hall and for a distance of three miles toward South 
Hadley, was surface treated. The application was “% gallon of 
AE-3 per sq. yd. Considerable raveling was in evidence espe- 
cially through Lawrence Plain. Further delay would have been 
expensive. 10,068 gallons of AE-3 and 200 cubic yards of 
screened sand was used on this job. The state, county, and town 
contributed $400 each for this work. 


Under Chapter 90, and under contract, a small section over 
the Ryan Bridge was macadamized; also a section of Maple St. 
beginning from the North Amherst line, was graveled and oiled 
for a distance of 2,050 ft. 

The Chapter 81 period usually begins April 1, and closes 
Nov. 15. Even during this period we are not permitted to work 
on bridges, such as re-planking or painting, and on repairing 
or replacing guard rails, under this arrangement. Hence, for 
this work, and for labor; snow removal, and general mainten- 
ance during the period of Nov. 15 to April 1, we draw on the 
general highway fund. I have observed that very few of our 
citizens are familiar with these three different arrangements, 
hence the explanation. 

Under the W.P.A., “The Farm to Market” project was dis- 
continued Sept. 17. On this project and on the Plainfield Rd., 
1,280 cubic yards of gravel was applied, shoulders constructed, 
600 cubic yards excavated, 8-26 ft. culverts installed, and drain 
ditches dug and graded on both sides of the road for practically 
one half its length. 

The “Improvement of Highways” project commenced Sept. 
23. On this project much needed work was done on Reed’s Cor- 
ner Rd., Car-Barn Lane, Knightly Rd., Rocky Hill Rd., Maple 
St., Stockwell Rd., and Bay Rd. On all of these highways men- 


tioned above, a total of 1,281 cubic yards of gravel was applied. 
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1,378 cubic yards excavated, several culverts installed and a con- 
siderable amount of drain ditches were dug and graded. 


I wish to take this opportunity to compliment Mr. Joseph 
Zaturka for his ability to supervise drainage, grading, and gen- 
eral improvement in appearance operations. I find that men do 
better work and put forth greater effort under a spirit of ap- 
proval; hence, I am always inclined to co-operate. 

Much has been said pro and con about the W.P.A. My 
opinion is, that if this whole business is given proper direction, 
management and co-operation it is not at all bad. Now we all 
know that there is any amount of odd jobs of a public nature in 
and about town that when accomplished would add to the wel- 
fare and value of our community. Now then, the point is, that 
W.P.A. is here; all this labor is handed to or at us. Why not 
make the most of it? Let others bend and strain their medula 
oblongatas as to whether it is a solution to the intricate and 
complicated problem of national economics. I suggest we ac- 
cept the W.P.A. with its many faults and abuses (not add any 
to it) and use it to the best possible advantage to the town with 
the least expense consistent with what is to be done. I believe 
that if this situation is approached from this angle chances are 
good that it may be palatable. 


A unanimous opinion seems to prevail that the town purchase 
an acre of land near the present sand pit. I would advise this. 
I hope the town sees fit to make this purchase. 

For the ensuing year I recommend hard surfacing those 
roads that “Wash board” the most. This is the only solution I 
know of to remedy this situation. I have tried several ways but 
with poor results. Scrapping or dragging gives only temporary 
relief. Sometimes they get so bad in so short a time that I be- 
lieve we can say we bounce over these roads instead of drive. 
Gentlemen, that is the nature of gravel, blame whom you will. 

In submitting my first report I wish to state that I have 
exercised every economy; in all matters I have used the best 
judgement I was capable of. I am willing to take full responsi- 
bility for the present conditions of our highways, good or other- 
wise. I offer no alibis; no excuses; and no complaints. I do 
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not pretend to know very much about road-work; neither am I © 
infallible. I profoundly appreciate the trust which you have 
placed in me. I will make every effort to be worthy of it.

Report of Fire Chief 


Gentlemen: 


As Chief of the Fire Department I would like to ask for 
$200 towards my yearly appropriations for the buying of more 
hose that is in urgent need in our department. 


On being appointed fire chief last March, I have found that 
the fire department was in need of more dependable hose for 
fighting fires under high water pressure. The present hose is 
rotten and mildewed and will not stand high pressure. I have 
brought some sections that broke at fires to the Northampton Fire 
Department to be repaired, but upon inspection they told me it 
was entirely rotten and not worth repairing. I was informed by 
the Northampton firemen that the hose due to improper care had 
deteriorated long before it should have under improper drying 
conditions. We have cut a trapdoor in the hose house and now 
have a place where we can hang some of the hose up to dry, 
but we are badly handicapped though by such a shortage of 
hose because while our hose is drying the truck remains empty 
and in case of a fire we would be in a bad predicament. Hose 
is very expensive but, by giving it the best of care we can 
and by purchasing a few hundred feet of hose each year build up 
the hose supply in a few years. This year we have bought 400 
feet of hose which cost $385.00. 


During 1937 we were fortunate in not having many large 
fires. ‘The cost of the new hose, repairs on the truck, and cur- 
rent expense used up nearly the amount for the year’s appro- 
priation. The call firemen were partially paid for their serv- 
ices. The fire truck is in bad condition and needs ovehauling 
and major repairs before it can render dependable services dur- 
ing the coming year. A local garageman estimated that it would 
cost $75.00 to put the truck in a fairly good condition. 


G8 
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During this coming year we need 400 more feet of new 
hose in order to fight fires more efficiently. We have now 700 
feet of hose which is in fairly good condition, but it isn’t suf- 
ficient to fight fires in the outlying districts of the town. I 
would like to have enough money next year to pay the call fire- 
men for their services. This year the highest paid man received 
$14.00, the rest of the men received from $3 to $8. Their serv- 
ices were practically free during this year in order that we might 
have better equipment, to use.

Gentlemen: 


As Moth Superintendent I submit my report for the year of 
1937. 


I started to do the Moth work on October 25, 1937. There 
was five men to do the work with. 


I found Lawrence Plain to be as bad as any place in town. 
We found a large number of egg clusters there and had to spend 
a lot of time there. And also just below the Old Mill dam we 
found egg clusters in old tin cans, pails and also on old burlap 
bags. On these two places we destroyed 9,276 egg clusters. We 
had to spend lots of our time on West St. and New Boston St. 
because the trees are so tall we had to use ropes and ladders. 
We also found a lot of bad places in North Hadley on Lehans 
property there were some trees that were so bad and hollow 
just full of egg clusters that they had to be cut down. 


We had to cut down three old apple trees there. In one of 
these trees there were 1,241 egg clusters, that was the most we 
found on any tree in Town. The amount of egg clusters we found 
and destroyed was 26,146 for the year of 1937. There were 
some places we could not do because we were short of money to 
do the work with. We had $400 to do this work with.

Report of School Committee 


Each year, in presenting its annual report, your Committee 
has attempted to set forth in brief and readable form the salient 
happenings of the school year. As the Superintendent in his 
reports covers a rather broad field, it has been thought wise for 
vour Committee to confine itself to a report on the physical 
condition of the schools. Since there is entailed a very consider- 
able expense in publishing these reports, your Committee hopes 
to continue its present procedure unless there is expressed to it 
a general feeling that its policy should be changed. Your Com- 
mittee would like to have the townspeople feel that they are 
free at all times to ask your Committee for any information de- 
sired concerning the schools. 


The largest single item of school repairs consisted of the 
relaying of a floor in the North Hadley Grammar room. The 
townspeople should congratulate themselves on their good for- 
tune in not losing the whole building when a neighboring house 
was almost completely destroyed during the past summer. 


The townspeople also have reason to congratulate them- 
selves for having faced as they came up the various problems 
incidental to the carrying on of a school system. It was not 
always easy to raise, during a depression period, the necessary 
money, but now your Committee can offer a substantial reduction 
in the proposed budget with the confident feeling that no school 
function will be slighted. 


As in previous reports your Committee includes a report 
of funds received from other than town sources, which are as

REPORT OF 'FHE 


Superintendent of Schools 


LT'o the School Committee and Citizens of Hadley: 


Again it is my privilege to submit herewith my annual re- 
port—the seventh—as superintendent of your schools. Again I 
shall review changes accurring within the year and forecast other 


changes and needs as I see them. 


Within the past twelve months there has been a marked de- 
crease in the enrollment of the elementary grades, even greater 
than I had estimated. ‘The following tabulation shows the en- 
rollment at the close of the past term.

This is a decrease of seventy-four elementary pupils. 


I think that it is reasonable now to assume that there will 
not be as large a decrease in the next few vears in the elementary 
grades. I look for the enrollment of the elementary grades to 
become stabilized in the vicinity of 380 pupils after about five 
years. The attendance peak has been reached in Hopkins Acad- 
emy but because the enrollment in the upper grades continues 
large it will take longer for the Academy enrollment to reach 
a definite normal attendance which I think will be roughly 170 
pupils. A variation in the number of state and city wards will 
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make a similar variation in my forecast. 
Within the year another bus has been added to the trans- 
portation schedule and also an increase in the mileage of hard 


surfaced roads makes for improved transportation routes. 


During the year two elementary rooms have been discon- 
tinued and this makes seven classrooms which have been closed 
in the six years since I have been superintendent in your town. 
Three of the rooms have been outside the village area—Hocka- 
num, Plainville and Hartsbrook. The other four, New Boston, 
West Street, Town Hall, and Hooker portable, have been within 
the village area. It will be noticed that the decrease has been 
general about the town and the classrooms affected are not con- 


fined to one area. 


As the enrollment continues to decrease a reduction in the 
annual budget may be accomplished by a continued closing of 
the smaller classrooms. In order that the warm noon lunches 
and home oversight at the noon hour may continue as long as 
feasible I would recommend the closing of the rooms of the upper 


grades first. 


I hold the same opinion now as a year ago concerning a sin- 
gle salary scale for all teachers who are graduates of a four 
year college course who have degrees regardless of the teaching 
position in which each may be employed. I also believe that 
there should be a different salary maximum for those teachers 
who regularly through study in extension, late afternoon, Satur- 
day, or summer courses, add to their teaching background and 
thereby their teaching efficiency for your pupils. The acquire- 
ment of a degree or an advanced degree should be recognized, 
for those teachers with the more intensive and extensive knowl- 


edge in their teaching fields are more valuable in their classes. 


Nearly half of another school year is completed without the 
return of the supervisor of drawing and art for the elementary 
schools. Drawing, design, color selection and sketching can no 
longer be deemed fads when hardly a day goes by that a home- 
owner, his housewife or child does not use some aspect of art. 
I sincerely believe that next to an adequate ability to expression 
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in the English language and a knowledge of civic responsibility 
comes an elemental acquaintance with the many aspects of use- 
ful art. With the present decreased enrollment about the center 
area and the departmental schedule in the Russell building art 
supervision could be resumed without marked effect upon our 


school budget. 


The Hadley branch of the Parent ‘Teacher Association has 
continued its efforts to acquaint the homes with the work of the 
schoolrooms through meetings in the several sections of the town. 
This organization can become a worthwhile function in school 
association when a greater number of families without regard to 
racial variance join in the experience of program participation. 
I hope some solution for the noon lunch situation in all schools 
from their desires and support for improvement over the present 


“horse and buggy age” lunch conditions., 


On a previous page will be noted the financial forecast for 
the current year of 1938. This estimate is $2,925 less than a year 
ago! Other individuals interpret comparisons. different than the 
writer and with varying emphasis. Nevertheless I have been 
interested to make comparison between the financial needs for 
this year and those as forecast by my predecessor for 1928—ten 
years ago. The total for that year was $64,470 or over 20% 
more than our forecast! In the period the enrollment at Hop- 
kins has increased 80% while the faculty there was increased only 
28%. Meanwhile the enrollment in your elementary schools has 
decreased almost 50%! and the teaching positions have been 
dropped by 27%. The distribution of the elementary pupils over 
the township has been such as to make a faster closing imprac- 


tical and generally undesirable. 


On succeeding pages are found the usual supplementary re- 
ports of different and important school activities. ‘Those reports 
as well as mine indicate that the great majority of the pupils 


of your town are showing progress along various lines of study. 


In conclusion I wish to thank all those in all walks of school 


ee 
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activity and the friends of the schools for their continued sup- 
port during 1937.

REPORT OF THE 


Principal of Hopkins Academy 


Superintendent William E. Hebard and the Members of the 
Hadley School Committee: 


Gentlemen: 


Thirty-two Hopkins graduates are now enrolled in colleges 
and other higher institutions of learning. Others are attending 
business colleges and vocational schools. Special honors have 
come to a number of our graduates. Miss Elinor Smith of the 
class of 1921 was granted a Ph.D. degree by Brown University 
last June, Mrs. Florence White Richardson of the class of 1918 
was admitted to the bar at Washington, D. C., and Thomas Jek- 
anoski of the class of 1980 was admitted to the bar in this state. 
Many of our graduates ‘have been on honor rolls for scholarship. 
Charles Kulikowski of the class of 1931, a graduate of Amherst 
college in 1935, is a student at the Harvard Graduate School of 
Law. Miss Eleanor Parker of the class of 1937, who is a stu- 
dent this year at Dean Academy, led the entire school in scholar- 
ship for the fall term. While honor for excellence in scholarship 
should be given principally to the students themselves, their high 
standing reflects credit upon the school and also upon the citizens 
of Hadley for the loyal support which they have always given 
this historic institution. 


Mr. Leon Stanisiewski of the faculty received his Master’s 
degree at State College in 1936. Several members of the faculty 
have many credits toward an advance degree. 


Our outstanding accomplishment in athletics for a number 
of years was the winning last winter of the Hampshire League 
championship. This was the first time Hopkins had won first 
place in the league since 1920. Coach Leon Stanisiewski and 
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the members of the championship team by their conduct on and 
off the court brought nothing but honor to the school and town. 
Once again Hopkins has been invited to the Small High School 
Basket Ball Tournament. In receiving nearly every year an 
invitation to the tournament, Hopkins shares with the town the 
honor; for the loyal support the citizens have given the tourney, 
and the good sportsmanship exhibited each winter by Hadley 
people have been given much consideration by the tournament 
committee in extending the repeated invitations. ‘The girls, too, 
came in for their share of honors last winter by winning the cham- 
pionship in their basket ball league. Miss Katherine Keefe, coach 
of the girls’ teams, and the members of the teams richly deserve 
the many compliments paid them by coaches and officials of other 
schools in the league. 


The present enrollment of 203 is about what it will continue 
to be for several years. All departments now have enrollments 
at about the maximum which they can conveniently accommodate. 


Mrs. Reed and I shall never be able to adequately express 
to the people of Hadley our appreciation for the reception given 
us on the occasion of our silver wedding anniversary. We feel 
indebted to the town for the privilege of teaching the splendid 
young people of Hadley, and for the joy of being able to live 
for the past twenty-four vears with people so friendly and, neigh- 
borly. We are aware of the many possibilities for service a prin- 
cipal and his wife have in a community of the size of Hadley, 
and feel that we have done little to warrant the kind and gener- 


ous tributes paid us last August. 


I am grateful to students, teachers, superintendent, janitors, 
school board members, trustees and townspeople for the loyal 
support and for the spirit of cooperation which I find on every 
side.

School Health Report 


To the Superintendent and 
Members of the School Committee. 
Town of Hadley, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: 


It is with deep interest I herewith submit a report of the 
Health work of the schools during the year 1937. 


“These questions of child health and protection are a com- 
plicated problem requiring much learning and much action. And 
we need great concern over the matter. Let no one believe that 
these are questions which should not stir a nation; that they are 
below the dignity of statesmen or governments. If we could 
have but one generation of properly born, trained, educated and 
healthy children, a thousand other problems of government would 
vanish . . 

Herbert Hoover 


This excerpt was taken from the ‘Foreword’ as published 
in “The Psychological Approach to Child Health’ New York 
State Dept. of Health Conference 1934, needs no explanation, no 
further comment to commend the welfare of our school and pre- 
school children to an intelligent, interested community. 


In the local schools the health rating advances from year 
to vear. This is no accident, but the result of cooperation, inter- 
est and mutual understanding between parents, schools, health 
workers and the children themselves. 


There is no doubt about health and protection being a com- 
plicated problem and becoming more complicated as the stream 
of human travel becomes more and more fluent. A child is no 
longer safe at home or on the highway against carriers affected 
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with a mild form of communicable disease paying a social call, 
or attending public services. This source of infection is difficult 
to control except through immunization of all young children. 
Parents of pre-school children are urgently advised to consult 
their physician in regard to information on the value of the im- 
munization as related to the individual case. Whooping cough 
is a serious infection and readily communicable. Diphtheria may 
be averted through immunization. Scarlet Fever may be so mild 
that an adult, unintentionally, may be the avenue of infection. 
A mild form of mumps has been masquerading around the Roose- 
velt and North Hadley section of the town, affecting both children 
and adults, cropping up in the most unsuspected places at the 
present time. 


To combat all forces arrayed against the health of children, 
two major offensives are outlined, Health Service and Health 
Education. Health is a factor in the pursuit of a purpose not 
an objective, important as it is. Health today, means: 


Personal Efficiency, and never before has the need been so 
great. 


Health gives one the ability to serve and to be proud of 
this service. 


Health means attitudes trained to enjoy life in a wholesome, 
whole-hearted way, giving and receiving pleasure through co- 
operation of a healthy body and mind. 


To carry out this objective is a major project for all con- 
cerned in the welfare and education of children.
